Davitt in ITe'w York, 

New Yoek, July 7. — iN'otwithstnncl- 
ing tho inclonicnt weather, 20,000 peo- 
ple gutliored at Union Square to-nighl 
to join in tho. laborfirs' reception of 
Michael Davitt. At 9 o'olocU Davitt 
arrived, on the platform from the 
church of Holy Innocents, where ho 
liad been addressing a land loague 
meeting. .1. Mc Guire read an address 
of welcome from the labor union to 
Davitt. Davitt in course of his speech 
yaid thero was a sentiment in the ad- 
dress which gave, him groat pleasure, 
it was that while Ireland and Irish- 
men worn fighting the cause of labor 
and justico for Ireland thoy wero 
lighting the cause of labor and human- 
ity throughout tho world. This land 
war in Ireland can be justly called a 
labor movement. It is- an uprising of 
laborers of Ireland against a labor 
system of monoply that has confiscated 
the fruits of labor since that system 
of monopoly was first introduced into 
Ireland, viz, R»nt based upon labor. 
Huch rent as that exacted by Irish 
absentee landlords T have declared in 
Ireland to bo an immoral drag upon 
the industry of the people. [Cheers.] 
Today we aro half way on the road to 
victory. There is to-day in Ireland a 
rlistinct labor movement besides the 
land league movement, a movement 
on behalf of artisans and laborers in 
cities. As Irishmen and as men who 
help build up the land they demand 
they shall share in the benefits that arc 
to accrue from the abolition of Irish 
landlordism. We have a similar 
movement growing up in England inde- 
pendent of the Irish movement, w ith- 
out any connection or any union what- 
ever except what is found in sympathy 
between two peoples struggling for the 
same political end) English laborers 
and artisans have awakened to the 
consciousness that English landlodism 
is tho agent of ovil to Englishmen as 
Irish landlordism is to rrishmen(choers) 
and when the manhood of England 
makes up its mind that wrong shall be 
righted, and that, right shall be vin- 
dicated it will go about it in a practical 
manner, and the battle on behalf of 
justice will be decided." Tho remain- 
der of Davitt's speech was vindication 
of his plan for the amelioration of the 
people of Iroland, and words of hope 
to tho working people of America.

1 he police s>y.the Miiyor ajid Council, the 
I retention of tho whulo of the liquor 
licenses by the oi*J*j the 1 enlargomont of 
Hoacon'Hill Park by the addition of con- 
siderable land and" an extonsivc water 
front, tho transfer of tho Park and the 
Oemotry to the Corporation and an ap 
propriation for a new school building now 
in courso of construction. These benefi- 
cial measures had tho united Rttpport of 
your members. 

In the management of the most im- 
portant provincial matters it is to be re 
gtottod that the government have not 
shown that amount of capacity which the 
people have a right to expect from those 
entrusted with tho control of public 
affairs. 

It wa3 conGdently oxpocted that as soon 
as tho YYulkora government took office 
that tho two great works which most 
directly concern you, the Esquimalt grav- 
ing dock and tho Island. railway, would be 
onorgotically dealt with and -that by the 
time tho fotmer would be completed and 
tho latter under construction. Your rea- 
sonable expectation!) have not' been rea- 
lized; comparatively little has been done 
upon thodock and work upon it has been 
suspended. The island railway is not yd 
commenced and the position of this ques- 
tion is such that it is a matter of grave 
uncertainty when it will bo. 

if a government should be judged by 
ita nets, thon testing the present ono by 
what it, has accomplished in four years it 
must be acknowledged that its succoss ha9 
not boen such as to inspire or justify 
confidence. 

THE ESQUIMALT OIUVINO DOt'K. 
Owing to tho unsatisfactory condition 
of the dock and the rumors as to tho 
extraordinary quantity of cement re- 
quired for it I doomed it my duty to call 
for a committee of inquiry to examine 
into overything connected with it. The 
investigations of tho eommitteo disclosed 
ft stato of things worso than oxpocted. 
To recapitulate here tho serious mistakes 
mado or tho evidence of business mis- 
management would require an address far 
beyond ordinary limits. I shall therefore 
take a more fitting opportunity to place 
you in possession of all tho facts and to 
explain to you tho course 1 took in deal- 
ing with tho dock, which I believe was in 
you interest and in that of tho Province. 
Tho dock ought to have been built before 
this, and must be flushed to completion 
as speedily aa possible 

TlfE ISLAND RAILWAY. 

Tho obligation of tho Dominion to con- 
struct this railway is undoubted. It is a 
just cause of dissatisfaction that tho Do- 
minion government havo not yet placed 
this short but important lino of railway 
under construction as agreed upon. I 
am strongly of opinion that if Mr. 
Walkotn whon in Ottawa in 18S0 had 
pressed with onorgy and ability the claims 
of tho Province upon tho Dominion gov- 
prnmont thoy would havo become con- 
vinced of tho -desirability of making ar- 
rangements to build tho Island railway, 
and would havo included it in the con- 
tract shortly afterwards mado with tho 
syndicate. If re oloctud I assure you 
that you can roly upon my doing all that 
is possible to bring about tho early con- 
struction of tho Island railway. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION, 

Tho members of tho last legislature 
wero united in the deairo to tako all pos- 
sible stops to stop tho influx of Chinese 
into the Province. Whatever appeared 
practicable in the way of legislation was 
attempted, and whon it became certain 
that the powers onjoyod by.t-ho Australian 
colonies by the exercise of which Chinese 
immigration had boon there checked, wero 
not possessed by thia Province, but wero 
monopolized by tho Dominion at confed- 
eration, ropoatod efforts were made to 
impress the Dominion government with 
the urgent neod of similar legislation to 
provent British Columbia being overrun 
by Chinamen. 

One of the objects f Mr. Walkem's 
mission to Ottawa in January, 1880, was 
10 slop. . Chinese- ; iWrnlgration. . Mr. 
Vyalkeja , h«d h a ..conversation with Sir 
John A.iMAc4onaW on'thei'mbject, but 



no practical solution of tho labor diffi- 
culty in connoction with tho railway was 
suggested by him, As sufficient ^wiiite 
men for mil way work wore not in " the 
country it was evidont thut unless atepa 
woro taken to induco white immigration 
that the Chinese would como. Tho con- 
tractors could not reasonably bo expect- 
ed to bring immigrants; like all.employ- 
ers of labor thoy take what they can get. 
My opinion is that the. government should 
have devised a scheme for white immi- 
gration in conjunction with tho Domin- 
ion government, so as to havo Jeft no 
opening for Chincso companies to import 
as a commercial speculation nine, thou- 
sand Chinamen into British Columbia. 
Tho most forcible representatioria poasiblo 
by the Provincial government, legislature 
.and Dominion members to the Dominion 
government aro urgently "necessary to in- 
duco legislation next session similar to 
that of the United States. 

DEEECTl V.E LEGISLATION. ' 
ThcxxccBMVe number ot defective Acta passod by 
the Legislature ol Dritlsh Co umb a, a» compared 
with that ol any other province In the Dominion, han 
pf.. yoked unfavorable comment. Much slovenly le- 
gislation Is tu b« .1 tributod to the Covcrnmcnt netr- 
ecting, se.'sion after session, to haVe their bills 
drawn and ready lor tho legislative when convened. 
Thlswasa hid nabit, as Acts of I'arliamo t should 
not he hurricdiy framed. I hoy require careful pre- 
paration, ogpoc.allv those intended to meet the pecu- 
liar circumstances of theprovincc,Itich, for instunw, 
bs those doa intr w'nlr the t'hlnese. l-atal defects in 
two bills afloctinir the Chinese were polutcd.out to 
the ifOvcrumeni by r-evetAl members; nut the major* 
|ty unfortiinat ly were misled into the temporary 
belief -thut the Aitormrv -CcncraL's kuoov.edge ot law 
was a Wtter guide than their own unassisted judg- 
ments. 

THE riN'ANCES. 

Having; been Chu'rman ot the rluance Commltt-r* 
for three sessions 1 am tolerably well acqualuiod w ith 
the financial position ot the province, and my opinion 
Is that thu finances of the province cannot fairly be 
said to he in a satisfactory c-ondi ion. .The excessive 
expenditure of former Kovernnients hiatOilaliV re- 
ducd the Income ol the I'ruvmco applicable to 
works of utility. Monies that otherwise would havf 
been available for roads, etc., have been required lor 
Interest, Slnkinr 1 und, and the rmlemption of De- 
bentures. Notwithstanding the lartrc Increase of 
provi cial revenue fr. m road tolls, poll tax, etc., 
consequent upon th,- Dominion railway work on tho 
Mainland, it has uccn found barely sufficient to ke«p 
existing roads in pa. able repair. It wa. hoped that 
1 In iasi four years , i forced reduction ol expenditure 
un public works won tl have plriccd the finances of 
thr province in such a position as to uiako possible 
from now on a nnu-b Urjfur expenditure upon them. 

Unfortunately dock nusuiauajfetncnt find cxtraor 
dinary cement requirements threaten to add to pro- 
vlncia] indebtedness a tnucb lariier sum than has 
been paid oif in four years, the result being that the 
financial aspect ot affairs nt present Is more dig. 
roura&i n & tli.it 't evcrwas before. 

a policy ok pp.uoress. 

li is the misfortune of the Province that it Is 
afflicted with a Government without a policy and 
entirely non-proirretisive. Here is u country as large 
as four orcein s ami with resources greater and more 
varied almost at a Btandst 1 as rcj<urdH development, 
notwithstanding railway construction. Whilst dur- 
ing the- last ten years Oreifon has added Sf,000 to her 
population, »nd even 11 r Ic Washington Tciritory 
fiO.Oim, the population of big Ilritish Columbia has re- 
mained almost stationary. The Government have kept 
the country in the background. People on the search 
fur new homes knew not li ng and could learn no- 
tion:.' about Ilritish Columbia. To-day a map ol the 
prov :ncu cannot be obtained here, in San Francisco 
or elsewhere "fur hive or money." We should not 
allow this state of darkness to continue. It is- for 
you to see that your lands are thrown ojicn to set- 
tlement, that information concerning them isdlssom- 
Ina ed by your government, en that a white populu 
tion similar to that settling in the States and Terri- 
tories adj Intnir you Is attracted to your shores. 

If e'ectcd I shall use all the Influence I shall pos- 
sess as your rcpre-e tntlvo 10 promote the prosperity 
of Eritish Columbia by encouraxlng Immigration, 
the settlement of lands and the development of agri 
cultural, manufacturing and niinlng'lntensstB.

That old ecclesiastical scandal, the sate 
of church livings, "has cropped up again. 
At an auction in London an attempt was 
made to soil the ndvowson or perpetual 
curancy of Charminster, near Salisbury. 
A clergyman who was present protested 
against the sale, when the auctioneer re 
torted, "I really do iioi understand you 
gentlemen who live by tithes." The 
clergyman retorted, "We don't." Said 
the auctioneer, "Many of you do." "This," 
rejoined the clergyman, "is nut the 
selling of the tithes uf another 
clergyman ; it is the soiling of 
souls." Finally the auctioneer with- 
drew tin; lot from sale, whereon one 
of the parsons proposed a vote of thanks 
to the auctioneer, wi.th tho words: "1 
think you arc a very good fellow. This 
disgraceful wrangle tends further to direct 
public attention to the odious system. 
Even the Conservative Standard warns 
Churchmen that if they are apathetic 
their enemies may somo day make it a 
grievance which they could not remedy. 
Meanwhile the melancholy fact remains 
that of the two Bills introduce!! into 
Parliament thin session to deal with the 
question, one was talked out and tho 
other stands but little better chance. 

While the Laud Leaguers are in the 
clouds dreaming about schemes of nation- 
alizing tho land, tho landlords with better 
sense aro busy organizing a movement 
whereby thoy hope to grind to powder tho 
unfortunate tenants who ohoyed thu non- 
rent manifesto, and as a consequence have 
been evicted from their farms.

TAX SALE SUIT. 
Supremo Court. 

(Before Sir 11. I!. Beghie. C I 

Friday, July N. 
Murno vs. Morrispt)-- Tu this impor- 
tant sale thu Chief Justice lias givoti a 
decision ndvurao to the power of tho gov- 
ernment to sell lands for taxes and will 
deliver his judgment hoforo tho full court 
• >n Monday. Tho circumstances of tho 
case are these; In 1880 Mr. Hughes, 
government agent at New Westminster, 
sold certain lands fur arrears of taxes and 
the defendant in tins case was tho purch- 
aser, tho holder contending that ho was 
not liable for taxes unt il a crown grant 
had been issued. Subsequently a c own 
grant was issued and ho sold the - land to 
plaintiff, when defendant stepped in with 
Ilia tax-titlo and laid claim to the land.. 
Suit was accordingly brought by Murne 
with the result as stated above. The de- 
cision affects all the tax-titles now held in 
the province, and is another evidence of 
tho legal incapacity of the late attorney- 
general, who has been ofton likened to 
necessity, in that ho "knew no law."

UEFUSINO DUTY OX UOAIID BHIP. 

Frederick W. Fry, tint ofh'cor of tho 
barquo Lady Head, was charged with re- 
fusing to do duty on that vessol o'n tho 
13th inst. 

Mr. Jackson prosecuted the caso and 
Mr. T. Davie appeared for the defend- 
ant. 

Captain Conradi, master of the Lady 
Head, being sworn stated that on tho 
morning of the 13th they had been dis- 
charging cargo and that after this was 
completed he gave orders to havo the 
hold of tho vessel prepared for receiving 
cargo. Ho then went ashore and was 
followed by tho first officer, who asked for 
his discharge, but ho was told by witness 
to go back to his duty. Witness found 
on his return the defendant, with the sec- 
ond officer, was sitting in his room smok- 
ing. Ho called tho defendant into the 
cabin and requested him to return to his 
duty, which he refused to do. Tho vessel 
had been 184 days on the passage from 
England, on account of light and adverse 
winds. • Tho first officer had made a pre- 
vious voyago in the same vessol with 
Capt. Anderson, and witness had never 
hoard any complaint of defendant. Ho 
complained that the 1st and 2d officers 
did not do thoir duty strictly, and ho 
could not leave them on dock alone. 

Mr. Davie asked under what statute 
tho caso was brought. 

Mr. Jackson said under the 243d Sec. 
of tho Englisn Merchant Shipping Act, 
sub-section 4. Some discussion ensued 
hotwpon counsel, when it appeared that 
whilo sub-sections 1 and 2 had been re- 
pealed, sub-section 4, under which the 
present caso was brought, had not. 

The officer who arrested the 1st and 
2d officers stilted thoy refused to return 
to their duty in his presence on board 
tho vessel. 

Charles liock, sworn, stated he was 
2d officer, and said that tho Captain did 
not do his duty, and in bad weather was 
very littlo on deck, and was generally 
abusive to every one, and the 1st officer 
and himself had refused duty mainly on 
account of the abusive language they had 
been subject to during I he voyage, and 
on this account he had determined not 
to go home in tho vessol whatever hap- 
pened. 

On tho defendant being called to give 
his ovidence, Mr. Davie on tho part of 
tho defence said although this might bo 
admissible in some cases, according to 
tho act of 1875, it was not so in the 
presont case. - 

It was then agreed that the case should 
bo remanded to Monday noxt, and that 
the 1st and 2d officers having a consid- 
erable amount due them, .should be ad- 
mitted to bail in their own recognizances 
in tho sum of §150, and that meanwhile 
thoy should be attended by a police offi- 
cer if thoy went on board tho vessol.

tical working order to the inspection of a 
few prominent capitalists, which, it is 
claimed, sinks steam into insignificance 
as a power, and almost equals anything 
that has been promised from the scientific 
problem which John W. Keoly professes 
to have solved. Keely himself has seen 
tho wonder in operation, and says that it 
is the greatest invention ever brought be- 
fore thu public. Tho motor was shown to 
scientific and moneyed Philadolphiaiife by 
I. li. Blumouburg, a German, w ho pur- 
chased it from the inventi r, ind, after 
making many improvements upon the 
original idea, secured the patont right for 
it in all the civilized countries of the 
world. 

Blunionburg at nno tim ■ was one of iho 
most successful speculators on tho Pacific 
Coast. He was identified in business af- 
fairs with Floud, O'Brien and other Cali- 
fornia l.i'ii.inx.a'iiiigs. and amassed a largo 
fortune. " 1'i.lihv Ins old compeers, much 
of his wealth was fritted away in subse- 
quent? ventures, although ho is still tho 
possessor of considerable means. For 
twelve years, according to Blumonburg's 
statement, he had boon experimenting 
very much as Keely has, and after spend- 
ing a large sum of money, ho has brought 
within the control of handicraft a force 
that is tremendous and at the samo time 
perfectly available as a distributing pow- 
er. Tho material from which ths energy 
is generated is bisulphide of carbon, a 
compound familiar in chemistry but hith- 
erto little known except for its chemical 
properties. It is utilized as a motor 
agent in the form of vapor, and tho ad- 
vantage claimed for it over steam is that 
whilo water expands in the ratio of 1 
cubio inch to 1700, bisulphide of carbon 
has an expansive property of 1 to 8000. 

The theory of the' new motor, as ox- 
plained by Blumouburg was a very 
plausablo one, but the parties interested, 
before launching their capital, demanded 
a practical trial, and the machinery was 
made at the shop No. 1210 Calluwhill 
street, and put into operation. The 
motor is of very peculiar construction. 
For the purposes of a test the plant was 
made only of sufficient size to run a ton- 
horso power .vertical engine. It occupies 
a tloor spaco'of less than 10 feet square. , 
Tho generator consists of a cast-iron box 
about 4 feet high and 2i feet wide, in 
two parts, joined toguthor by flanges, the 
lower portion being merely a neat of tubu- ! 
lar chambers to n tlich tho heat is ap- 
plied. Tho upper half is dome-shaped, i 
and is simply an oven into which the 
bisulphide is injected at tho top and 
through a tubo of such construction that \ 
it enters thebvon in a spray, and, meet- j 
ing with a temperature of 180 degroes rcatH Rro ejtpected 

Fahrenheit, forms a vapor. 1 he tank | 

from which tho bisulphide is furnished is 
an ordinary cylindrical receiver, sup- 
plied with eighty pounds of tho chomica.1 
compound. When the vapor is gener- 
ated it passes into the steam chest uf tho 
engine and njovos tho piston rods. A 
pipe attached tu the engine conveys tho ex- 
haust vapor directly through a condenser 
back to thu tank tu its original iiquifiod 
form bo regonoiated. Tho system of ^en 
erstiun and condensation, it is argued, is 
similar to the heart action, and with ma- 
chinery perfectly constructed a single sup- 
ply of the bisulphide of carbon can be 
used with reinforcement for an inch finite 
period. The est ol fuel is tntli it 
ueing claimed that from tho pet iiiar 
properties of thu bisulphide an ordinary 
house tiro can develop a power suflicie. t 
to run an ocean stuaumr. Wat r 
boils at 212 degrees, and it takes 320 de- 
grees of heat to make steam available, 
while tho now agent takes tho form of 
vapor at 180 degrees, us already indicated. 
The motor as seen in operation on Callow- 
hill street, it is said by those who wit- 
nessed it, svas directed upon .3' me of the 
heaviest work in the shop and gave tho 
utmost satisfaction. 

One of the principal advantages claimed 
for the latest scientific Wuuuor is its 
cheapness. The bisulphide Butticienl to 
develop all the power needed for ordinary 
work is trifling in cost, and the compara- 
tively small amount of fuel necessary, the 
lack of waste and the readiness with 
which tho vapor Condenses, brings th 
cost ,.f maintaining the 
low standard. 

Keely, the inventor, regards the motor 
as a mechanical wonder. "1 do not regard 
it," ho said, " as competing with my mo- 
tor in any way. li is an entirely distinct 
invention. This bisulphide' of carbon is 
the most perfect reactive agent known. 
The moment I saw the motor m operation 
1 was convinced uf its magnitude, and 
comprehended ;it a glance that a practical 
hand had been at work in its develop- 
ment. If brought to perfection as a me- 
chanical motor it will certainly revolu- 
tionize tho. world of mechanics and ren- 
der steam worthless except for purposes 
of heating. 

A prominent Philadelphia chemist, in 
discussing the properties of bisulphide of 
carbon, yesterday stated that it' brought 
into contact with lire thu vapor would ux- 
plodo, and expressed tho opinion that the 
only safe way to apply tho heat was in- 
directly by the use oi water. Tho com- 
pound, formed of two parts of sulphur 
and one of carbon, according to tho 
.books, is obtained by passing tho vapor 
of sulphur over red-hot charcoal in a 
porcelain tubo, or by distilling about six 
parts of yellow iron pyrites with one of 
charcoal. It was discovered in 17fHi by 
Lnmpodius. When pumped by redistri- 
bution at a low tetnperaturo with chloride 
of calcium tho bisulphide is a transparent, 
Colorless liquid, insoluble in water, but 
Bolublo in alcohol and ether. Its specific 
gravity is 1272; it boils at 110 degrees, 
and does not freeze at GU degrees. It is 
very volatile and inflammable; and, as 
those' who wit nessod tho operations of the 
tost machino can testify, has a peculiarly 
fcotid odor. Tho vapor is very heavy, 
and can bo decanted from one vessel to 
another. It is not decomposed by mcro 
hoat, but at a temperature of GOO degrees 
it takes fire in tho air and burns with an 
oxplusion. It is a narootjo poison.

ther a proposition has been made by any 
■ person bidding office under the United 
I States to American citizens in British 
| prisons to accept their releaso upon eou- 
' ditlons, and if so, by whom such proposi- 
] tion was made, and the nature thereof. 
1 Tho previous question was ordered not- 
withstanding an objection by Mr. Robin- 
son of New York, who desired to offer an 
amendment, and who protested against 
the attempt to stifle him. He was called 
i to order by the Speaker, who finally or- 
dered the sotgoant-at-arms' to seo the 
1 gentleman seated. Mr. Robinson an- 
nounced that ho would to-morrow move 
to impeach the minister at London. 

Mr. Wilstfn supported tho resolution, 
but especially advocated a resolution ho 
proposed to offer when the ponding one 
was disposed of. His resolution requests 
the Prosidont forthwith to demand of 
Great Britain the reason for tho impri- 
sonment of American citizens in Ireland, 
and if it sliall appear that such imprison- 
ment is wmng, and a violation of tho 
uio'tor to'-i very 1 rights of American citizens, ho is author- 
| ized to demand their release; if it is do- 
laycd or refused ho shall resort to such 
means as he thinks proper to ofiect their 
releaso. 

Mr. Robinson was accorded the floor 
for seven minutes; but contemptuously 
declined to uso thorn. Ho said ho had 
documents which should bring tho blush 
of shame to every American. Ho could 
show that for a hundred days the - Presi- 
dent had boon on his knees beforo Lord 
Granville, and Lord Granville was spit- 
ting in his faeo and insulting tho nation 
by refusing to liston to his prayer. There 
were all kinds of garbage and nonsonso 
Hont to- Lord Granville to toll him the 
House was not in earnest. Extracts from 
tho Now York Tribune, treasonous as 
ever spawned from the vermin that Wash- 
ington hunted in 177G, including tho an- 
cestor of Jamos Russell Lowell, who was 
a Ti ry, had boon sent to Lord Granville, 
telling him tho House was not in oarnest. 
He expressed contempt for tho commit- 
tee's milk-and-water resolution, declaring 
that the House had not sufficient courage 
to adopt a resolution which would show 
whether tho British lion's tail should bo 
wrenched or the American oaglo's neck 
wrung.
